Berlin, 'Germany, -which has the most drastic laws againsi 
noises of every kind. A feature of German law is that it is 
made to be observed even in its minutiae. It is "verboten" tc 
sing, shout or whistle upon the front stairs of an apartment 
house. It is against the law to beat one's carpet in the court 
yard, except on two specified days at the end of the week, and 
then only during certain morning hours;- It is absolutely pro- 
hibited to make any noises whatever between 2 and 4 in the 
afternoon— the -sacred hour when Berliners are taking their 
midday siesta. As for the' law's governing the use of musical 
instruments, they surpass all the rest. Only during certain 
hours of the day, from 9 to 2 and 4 to 10, can a musical instru- 
ment be played at all, although (by appliqation to .the police a 
special permit may be obtained to make "music" after 10 p.m., 
for which privilege a fee must^ paid in proportion to the
